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An Interim Budget 


The budget which was brought down at 
Ottawa last night was not one to draw 
cheers from emancipated taxpayers. But 
it was a good deal better than the pre- 
dicters had promised. And, the circum- 
stances considered, was as good as could 
in candor be expected. 3 

The revenue of the Dominion for the 
current year is estimated to run to $2,000,- 
000,000; expenditures $4,000,000,000. Con- 
fronted with a balance of that magnitude 
on the wrong side of the account, obvi- 
ously no minister could indulge in tax- 
slashing with a free hand, however wish- 
ful he might be. The hard fact which has 
to govern financial calculations at this 
stage is that getting out of a war is as 
costly as getting in, and not much less 
costly than carrying on the fight. 

But if the tax reductions are not spec- 
tacular they are substantial, and they 
seem to be applied at the right, places. 
There is a cut of 16 per cent in personal in- 
come taxes. This is retroactive to the be- 
ginning of the present month. For the last 
quarter of the calendar year and there- 
after the taxpayer will pay at approxi- 
mately five-sixths the rate he has been 
paying. s 

There will be very wide disappointment 
that the exemption for single persons is 
not raised to $1,000 and of married per- 
sons to $2,000. These changes might well 
have been made now, because the present 
low exemption levels make the going hard 
for great numbers of people, and because 
these concessions would have gone some 
way to lessen the tension In industrial 
relations. 

There is however the further encour- 
agement that this modest but worthwhile 
reduction is tentative. The minister ad- 
mitted that a general overhaul of the tax 
schedule is due, and hoped that it can be 
made when the 1946 budget is brought in.

New Zealand, land of homes and 
of home-lovers, is making extensive 
plans to provide homes for her re- 
turned veterans, perhaps more ex- 
tensive proportionately than the 
plans of any other nation. And she 
is preparing not only homes but

Most of it has been on behalf of 
men returned from overseas, but 
home-servicemen have had 335.000 
pounds, merchant seamen 29,000 
war widows and their dependents 
68,000, and demobilized § service- 
women 4,000. During the month of 
April, 1944, alone, the sum of 635.- 
550 was devoted to the rehabilita- 
j tion along various lines of demob- 
ilized service personnel. Such as- 
sistance has been rendered to more 


than 12,000 ex-service men and 
women, almost all of whom have 
seen service overseas 

The average New Zealander 
craves a home. Apartment houses 
in this country are very few and 
not popular. Few homes are with- 
out a garden, even if it isn’t more 
than a few yards square. When the 
New Zealander retires he usually 
becomes something of a husband- 
man, often on a considerable 
scale, 

Home construction was the Labor 
Government's great objective at 
the outset. Up to now it has built 
well over 18,000 for the workers 


by at least 5,000, as was the original 
plan, had not so much building 
material been required for defense 
works. And these houses are 
really homes, far removed from 
the dreary “Council houses” of 
Britain. There are hardly two alike 
in any one group and there is al- 
ways space for a garden. 


In the month of April, 1944, 3,066, 


returned service men and women 
were given Government aid to buy 
or build a home, interest-free aid 
in every case. This figure was 266 
more than in the previous month 
and the proportion is expected to 
go on increasing. 

Apart from this sort of rehabili- 
tation, the Dominion Government 
has so far assisted some 1,400 vet- 


erans of both sexes to set up In 
businesses of their own. Included 
lin this number were three depend. 
ents of servicemen who did not re. 
turn, for the New Zealand rehabili- 
tation plans include these also, 
Nearly 700,000 pounds has been de- 
voted by the Government to such 
| assistance. 

More than 250.000 pounds has 
been loaned veterans to aid them 
in getting into farm work or in de. 
|veloping farms of their own. The 
|Government also assures them a 
market and a guaranteed price for 
produce. 

Moreover, not only is money pro- 
vided interest-free for the purchase 
or construction of homes but fur- 
ther loans are available for the 
purpose of furnishing them, like- 
wise free of interest. Up to the 
present time New Zealand's re- 
turned veterans to the number of 
6.000 have received the sum of 
| 560.000 pounds for that purpose. 
|Free loans for tool to craftsmen 
ave reached the sum of 15,000 
pounds, with an additional 10,000 
of miscellaneous aid. 

New Zealand is a small country, 
in area no larger than one of the 
small western American states, 
with a scant 1,600,000 of population 
But in many ways, not least in the 
substantial implementation of its 
promises to its returned veterans, 
it sets an example to all the

The Labor-Management Commit- 
tee enables the executives and the 


employees to meet on an altogether 
diffrent footing. They meet, not 
to fight, but to co-operate.

In those industries 
where Labor-Management Commit- 
tees have been in successful opera- 
tion the employees get a new feel- 
ing of partnership, Also the man- 
of the business get a new 
sense of respect for the people who 
work on the actual job in the shops.

OTTAWA, Oct. 13.—(CP)—Following is a partial text of Finance Minister Ilsley's budget speech to 


the Commons last night: 


ses In the budget speech of September, 1939. certain broad principles of war finance were laid down. 
The first one was that we should “follow as far as may be practicable a pay-as-you-go policy”... . 


The result of the balance we en 
deavored to keep between taxation 
and borrowing has been that up to 
March 31, 1945, after meeting al! 
other expenditures, we covered 
about 45 per cent. of our war ex 
penditures out of current revenues 


SECOND PRINCIPLE 


The second principle was 
that, after an initia! credit expan 
sion, designed to facilitate a rapid 
endeavor in production, we should 


endeeavor to limit our borrowings 
as closely as possible to the genu 
ine savings of the country

SAVINGS ESTIMATE 

Such an estimate, which cannot 
be too wide of the mark, indicates 
that as of Alay 31, 1945, in currency 
bank deposits, refundable taxes and 
Dominion government securities 
Canadian inaividuals held savings 
of more than $9.500,000,000 and that 


these savings had increased by 
more than $6,500,000,000 since the 
end of 1938 


The major item in these savings 
is dominion goverment securities 
estimated at $5,250,000,000. These 


figures do not, of course, include 
all the savings f the individuals 
but only savings held in the 


liquid forms specified. They do 
not include savings in the form 
of insurance, pensions, homes, or 
corporate securities

Self- Judgment 


(O man has the power to look into another's soul, It is 

impossible to determine with finality how good or bad 

a neighbor is. Only God can do this. He alone is competent 

to pass infallible judgment upon human motives and deeds. 
Scripture itself, warns,, “Judge not.” 

The only soul into whose depths we can look is our own. 
But not many want to do this. Some are afraid—and with 
good reason—that what they will behold may be far more 
frightening than the evil they profess to see in others. 
They are fearful lest a spiritual self-inspection reveal weak- 
nesses and hypocrisies more glaring than those they so 
freely impute to others. 

Nevertheless, at whatever cost to self-esteem, it is a 
good practice to sit occasionally in judgment upon our- 
selves. In our relations with God, it is a matter of common 
sense to be concerned primarily with our individual defici- 
encies rather than with the follies and injusiices we see 
around us, A thousand sins may be committed by our 
neighbors, but this will not minimize to any degree the 
corruption that lies upon our own souls. 

A pious man will examine his conscience diligently to 
discover how grieviously he has fallen from grace, how he 
must redeem himself. God will reward his faith and humil- 
ity by giving him the strength to overcome future tempta- 
tion. 
' And this also is certain: the man who has courage to 
look upon his personal unworthiness and cry out for help, 
will, for all his sins, do more to rid the world of its misery 
and crime than an army of others who excoriate evil but 
will not pause, even for a moment, to behold their own 
ae a

The Dominion Government has passed an Order taking control of the pack- 
ing plants of Burns and Company Limited and prohibiting stoppage of work 
in the plants at Vancouver, Edmonton, Prince Albert, Regina and Winnipeg. 


The text of the Order follows: 


AT THE GOVERNMENT HOUSE AT OTTAWA 
THURSDAY THE ELEVENTH DAY OF OCTOBER, 1945 


Present 


HIS EXCELLENCY 
THE GOVERNOR GENERAL IN COUNCIL 


WHEREAS the Minister of Labour reports that he is advised that there is 
grave danger of a strike in the immediate future of employees in a number of meat 
packing and processing establishments operated in a number of provinces by Burns 
& Co. Ltd., a company with head office at Calgary, Alberta, arising out of the fail- 
ure of the said company and a trade union representing the said employees of the 
company namely the United Packing House Workers of America to dispose of the 
matters presently in dispute in accordance with the agreement arrived at as a result 
of the recommendation of the Richards Commission of 1944; 


AND WHEREAS the Minister is also advised by the departments of the Gov- 


. ernment of Canada responsible for food supplies that a stoppage of work in such 


establishments would seriously curtail the amount of meat supplies necessary to meet 
the essential civilian needs in Canada and in Allied countries, and for the armed 
forces of Canada and the Allied countries, and the distressed peoples in Europe and 
would seriously affect the agricultural industry in Canada; 


AND WHEREAS in view of the foregoing, it is deemed necessary, by reason 
of the war, for security, defence, peace, order and welfare of Canada, that a con- 
troller be appointed to manage and control the operations of the company in the afore- 
said establishments and that the employees of the company in such establishments 
carry on their employment without stoppage of work pending settlement of the dis- 
pute aforesaid; 


NOW THEREFORE, His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 
recommendation of the Minister of Labour and under and by virtue of the powers 
conferred by the War Measures Act, Chapter 206 of the Revised Statutes of Canada 
1927, is pleased to make and doth hereby make the following Order;

James Gordon Taggart, Esquire, of the city of Otlawa ls hereby appointed control wf the busine undertaking, affairs 
ns and operations of the company necessary for the operation of its meat packing and processing establishments situated at 
Vancouver, B.C.; Edmonton, Alberta; Regina, Saskatchewan, Prince Albert, Saskatchewan; and Winnipeg, Manitoba 
The said controller shall have the custody and contro! of such property and assets of the company as t his u ntrolled 
,, discretion and judgment may deem necessary in order to manage, operate and carry on the business of the aforesaid com 
pany and he shall, for such purposes, have and exercise the powers, authorities and rights of the board of directors of the 
company, 
The controller shall exercise the foregoing powers and au thorilies subject to such instructions and directions, if any, as may 
, from time to time be approved by the Governor in Council 
The Governof in Council may, for the purpose of this Order, from time to time appoint depuly contro who shal! have 
and exercise any and all powers conferred on the controller subject to any restrictions thereof which the controller 
may from time to time impose and subject, in all cases, to review by the controller 
The controller, any deputy controller and any person acting for or on behalf of, or under the authority of the controller shall 
_ not be or become liable to any person (including the company, its creditors or shareholders) for anything done or omitted 
in the exercise or purported exercise or any power or authority from time to time vested in or conferred upon the said 
controller 
The authority of the controller shall commence at twelve o'clock noon the twelfth day of Oetober, 1945, and shall continue 
, until the same is revoked by Order in Council which shal! be published in the Canada Gazette 
The authority of the board of directors of the company in respect of the management, operation and carrying on of the afore 
said establishments of the company is, subject to Section 10 of this Order and insofar as (he same is abrogated by or pursuant 
to Section 3 of this Order, suspended from twelve o'clock Noon the twelfth day of October, 1945, until the powers, authority 
and rights of the controller in respect of such management, contro! and operations shal! be revoked 
It shal! be the duty of every person in the employ of the company at or in any of the aforesaid establishments of the com 
, pany to perform the duties of his employment until the authority of the controller is revoked: and every person who fails to 
perform his duties as aforesaid as herein required without lawful excuse, the onus of the proof of which is upon him, is 
guilty of an offence and Liable upon summary conviction to a fine of twenty dollars for each day or part of a day on whieh he fall 
60 to perform his duties 
The bargaining representatives of the aforesaid employees and the company shall enter into negotiations Lmmediately - 
° with a view to the settlement of the matters presently in dispute between them and shal! negotiate in good faith with 
one another and make every reasonable effort to conclude a settlement 
Any person who (a) interferes with the exercise by the controller or any deputy control of any of the powers, authori 
@ tes and rights conferred upon him or (b) interferes with any employee or other seeking to comply with the terms of this 
Order or (¢) counséis or procures any person to violate this Order shall be guilty of an offence and liable upon summary 
conviction to a fine not exceeding in the case of (a) five thousand dollars or imprisonment for a term not exceeding five years or 


to both such fine and such imprisonment and in the case of (b) or (ce) to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months or to both such fine and such imprisonment
